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Rulings and Etiquettes Relating to 
the Recitation of Holy Qur’an! 


1. It is forbidden (haram) for a person upon whom Ghusl is 
obligatory (fard)* to touch the mushaf (physical copy of 
Holy Qur’an) or recite any part of the Qur’an, even from 
memory. 


2. It is haram to touch the Qur’an without ablution (wudu’). 
However, one can touch the Holy Qur’an without wudw’ if 
the Holy Qur’an is covered by something unattached to it. 


3. It is recommended (mustahabb) to perform wudu’ when 
reciting the Qur’an from memory (without touching it). 


4. \|t is mustahabb to face the Qiblah, wear nice clothes and 
apply perfume (‘itr) to recite the Holy the Qur’an. 


5. It is necessary (wajib) to recite the Ta‘awwudh (A ‘ddhu 
bi’llah) before commencing recitation. 


6. It is Sunnah to also recite the Tasmiyah (B’ismi-llah) when 
the recitation commences from the beginning of a Sirah. 


7. If the recitation begins with Surah al-Tawbah (also 
referred to as Surah al-Bara’ah), one should recite both 
Taawwudh and Tasmiyah - the commonly held 
understanding that one should not recite Ta‘awwudh and 
Tasmiyah when the recitation begins with Surah al- 
Tawbah is incorrect. However, if one comes to Surah al- 
Tawbah during the course of his recitation, one should not 
recite Tasmiyah at the beginning of it.

The Holy Qur’an should be recited in a clear and natural 
manner. It should not be sung as this is not allowed; in fact 
this is asin. Great care should be taken to ensure that each 
and every letter is pronounced correctly. 


If one interrupts one’s recitation to talk about a worldly 
matter, it is necessary (wGjib) to recite Ta‘awwudh before 
resuming the recitation. However, if the talk is of a 
religious nature, for example, replying to someone’s 
salam, answering the Adhan, or dhikr, it is not necessary 
to recite Ta awwudh again. 


When completing recitation of the entire Holy Qur’an, it is 
desirable to recite Surah al-lkhlas three times upon 
reaching it. 


There is no harm in reciting the Holy Qur’an while lying 
down as long as the knees are raised. Also there is no harm 
in reciting the Qur’an while walking and working as long as 
one is not distracted; otherwise it is disliked (makruh). 


It is obligatory (fard) to listen to the recitation of the Holy 
Qur’an in silence when it is being recited aloud by “an 
individual (for example during a gathering). 


It is Haram to recite the Holy Qur’an audibly in a gathering 
where others are also reciting the Holy Qur’an — they 
should all recite quietly. 


In a gathering that is not specifically for the recitation of 
the Holy Qur’an, the obligation to listen will be fulfilled if 
just one individual listens while others remain pre- 
occupied in their affairs. 


One is not allowed to recite the Holy Qur’an aloud in a 
market place or a place of work; if people do not pay due

attention to the recitation then the sin will be upon the 
person reciting. 


If while reciting the Holy Qur’an, an ‘Alim walks into the 
room, it is permissible to stop the recitation and stand up 


in respect. 


If a person is reciting the Holy Qur’an incorrectly, it is wajib 
for the person listening to correct him. 


It is better to recite the Holy Qur’an aloud (but see above 
for recitation in gatherings) as long as one would not 
disturb someone who is ill, performing salah or sleeping. 


It is a sin to memorise (any part of) the Holy Qur’an and to 
subsequently forget it. Such a person will be resurrected 
blind, maimed and suffering leprosy on the Day of 
Judgement (QiyamGh). 


-One should neither sit with his/her back to the Holy 


Qur'an, nor stretch his/her legs towards it nor Spread 
his/her legs around it, nor raise his/her feet above it nor 
stand on a place higher than it. 


No book should be placed on the Holy Qur’an whether it 
is a book of Hadith or Figh. 


If the Holy Qur’an has become worn or torn and can no 
longer be used to recite from, it should be wrapped and 
buried in a clean place. It should also be placed in a casing 
to prevent it becoming soiled. 
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The Importance of Tajwid 


The word Tajwid comes from the Arabic root word 2 


(;awwada) which literally means, “To make better/correct”. 


Tajwid can thus be said to mean: 


“To pronounce every letter correctly; pronouncing every 
letter from its correct articulation point (makhraj) and with 
its correct characteristics (sifat).” 


Allah Almighty has emphasised the importance of reciting the 
Holy Qur’an correctly:

Sayyiduna ‘Ali & was once asked about the meaning of Tartil. 
He answered, “/t is to recite the letters with ‘Tajwid’ and to 
understand the stops”. 


The importance and necessity of correct ‘Tajwid’ is proven from 
the above verses. Allah Himself has commanded us to read the 
Holy Qur’an with ‘Tartil’.

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The Messenger of Allah said, “I love dearly that the (Holy 
Qur’an is recited the way it has been revealed.”! 


Reciting the Holy Qur’an with Tajwid is fard ‘ayn (individua 
obligation - fard on each and every person). 


The Holy Qur’an is not an ordinary book but the Words of Allah. 
Therefore, one must pay complete attention to the Way one 
recites the Holy Qur'an. 


The Arabic of the Qur’an in particular (and Arabic in general) js 
both very sophisticated and sensitive; the slightest alteration in 
the pronunciation of a letter may change the meaning entirely: 
and sometimes these mispronunciations will give meanings that 
result in utterances of kufr (infidelity). 


For example, the word 3 means “heart”. However, by 


pronouncing the first letter as a “kaf’ (6) rather than a “gap” 
the meaning of the word would change to “dog”.

One can see that it is very important to distinguish between the 
letters; it is obligatory to learn the correct pronunciation to 
avoid errors (/ahn). Furthermore, if one was to recite the Holy 
Qur’an incorrectly, one’s prayers (salah) will be void and he/she 


will actually be sinful. 


The Chain of the Canonical Recitation 
of Imam Hafs from Imam ‘Asim 


The most common canonical recitation is the recital of Imam 
Hafs from Imam ‘Asim; the chain (sanad) is as follows:

It is Wajib to recite Ta‘awwudh and Sunnah to recite Tasmiyah 
before commencing the recitation of the Holy Qur’an.

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Lesson 2: al-Makharij -A Summary 


Makhraj: The point of articulation of each letter. This is the 
precise place in the mouth, throat or nose from where a letter 
originates. 


Knowing the articulation point of each letter is absolutely 
necessary for correct pronunciation. 


The illustration below summarises the Makharij (plural of 
makhraj) of the 29 letters of the Arabic alphabet. There are in 
total 17 Makharij from 5 primary places (the emptiness of 
mouth, the throat, the lips, the tongue and the nose).

3.4 The Articulation Point of the Nose (al-Khayshiim) 





The nose is used to produce the Ghunnah (nasal sound) when 
the letters mim and nun are Mushaddad.

4.1 The Permanently Heavy, Temporarily Heavy and 
Permanently Light Letters 


4.1.1 The Permanently Heavy Letters 


There are 7 letters that will always be read “heavily” (i.e. witha 
full mouth). These letters are known as the Letters of 
Musta'liyah or Mufakhkhamah. 


They are: 





The heavy letters are said to have the quality of Isti‘la’ (rising). 
This is because they are pronounced with the tongue rising 
towards the roof of the mouth. 
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Practise pronouncing the Letters of Musta‘liyah ensuring that 
you do so with a full mouth. 





4.1.2 The Temporary Heavy Letters 


There are three letters that are normally pronounced lightly but 
are sometimes pronounced heavily with a full mouth. They are: 


= The letter Ra’ (see 4.1.4) 
» The letter Alif (see 4.1.5) 
= The letter Lam inthe name ‘Allah’ (see 4.1.6) 


4.1.3 The Permanently Light Letters 


Other than the permanently heavy and temporary heavy letters, 
all of the other letters are pronounced lightly.
